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Remembering 

Their Sacrifice 


For nearly 150 years now, 
our nation has set aside a day 
to remember those who paid 
the ultimate price to protect 
our freedom. 

It is perhaps fitting that 
Memorial Day, which traces 
its roots to the Civil War, 
was itself the source of con¬ 
flict for so many years. It is 
believed to have begun in 
the South, when Confederate 
widows decorated not only 
the graves of their loved ones 
but also those of Union sol¬ 
diers, knowing their families 
were grieving as well. 

It is the North, though, 
that is considered the official 
birthplace, since New York 
was the first state to formally 
recognize May 30th as the 
date each year to mourn our 
fallen soldiers. Other north¬ 
ern states soon adopted the 
same day, but many of their 
southern counterparts re¬ 
fused until the end of World 
War I. Instead, their days of 
remembrance ranged from 
January through early June. 

It wasn’t until the early 
1970s that Congress estab¬ 
lished the national holiday as 
we now know it: the last full 
weekend of May. 

For many, of course, this 
is the unofficial kick-off to 
summer. While that may be 
true, Memorial Day carries 
much more significance than 
that. 

It is a time when we re¬ 
call the more than 1.3 million 
men and women who have 
served our country since the 
Revolutionary War but did 
not make it back home. 

It is a time when we re¬ 
member the battles that stand 
as signposts along our coun¬ 
try’s history, from Bunker 
Hill, Gettysburg and Pearl 
Harbor to Saigon, Baghdad 
and Kabul. 

It is a time when a mo¬ 
ment of silence can say so 
much. 

Kentuckians understand 
that better than most. One 
in 10 Kentucky adults is a 
veteran, and Fort Knox, Fort 
Campbell and the Kentucky 
National Guard have long 
played integral roles in our 
country’s defense. Going 
back even further, more Ken¬ 
tuckians died in the War of 
1812 than every other states’ 
casualties combined. 

This coming weekend, 
numerous ceremonies and 
parades will be held across 
the commonwealth and the 
country to honor those who 
gave all they had when we 
needed them most. They 
may no longer be with us, 
but their legacy still shines. 

If you are a veteran or 
are still serving, I want to say 
how much I appreciate your 
willingness to carry this mis¬ 
sion forward. Our world now 
is different in so many ways 
from the time of Washington, 
Jefferson and Lincoln, but 
the unfailing commitment 
that our men and women in 
uniform give every day to 
duty, honor and country re¬ 
mains unchanged. 

As we pay tribute to 
those who gave so much to 
so many, I hope you can take 
part in one of this weekend’s

As in small towns all over the country, Bracken County shows its pride in the men 
and women who have given the ultimate sacrifice so that all generations may live in a free 
nation where we are able to practice all freedoms provided to us by the Constitution and 
the Bill of Rights. Bracken County recognizes those sacrifices with two memorials, one on 
the courthouse lawn and another beside the Mains-Quinlin VFW Post 9535 in Augusta. 

Memorial bricks have also been purchased and placed for not only our fallen soldiers, 
but for all veterans who have proudly served our country and Bracken County in all wars 
from WWI to Afghanistan and Iraq. Shown above proudly posing near his brick is Korean 
Conflict Army Veteran Linwood Pope. Mr. Pope entered the Army on March 17, 1953 and 
was honorably discharged on March 11, 1955 after having reached the rank of Corporal.

Memorial Day events. If 
that is not possible, I encour¬ 
age you to take a moment to 
recall the sacrifice given on 
our behalf. It is crucial that 
we never let time and indif¬ 
ference cause the memory of 
our fallen soldiers to fade. 

We can find guidance 
from former Union General 
John Logan, who just a few 
years after the end of the 
Civil War called for flowers 
to be placed on the graves of 
Union and Confederate sol¬ 
diers at Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

In his proclamation, he 
wrote that “we should guard 
their graves with sacred vigi¬ 
lance. ... Let pleasant paths 
invite the coming and going 
of reverent visitors and fond 
mourners. Let no neglect, no 
ravages of time, testify to 
the present or to the coming 
generations that we have for¬ 
gotten as a people the cost of 
a free and undivided repub¬ 
lic.” 

One hundred and forty 
five years later, those words 
still hold true, and they will 
for centuries to come. They 
remind us what Memorial 
Day really means.

Brooksville Methodist 
Church Continued 

Among the charter mem¬ 
bers of the church were Ander¬ 
son Field, Caleb Tarleton, H. 
A. Lee and Judge Adamson. 

The present congregation 
numbers about 100. The pres¬ 
ent pastor is Rev. P. T. Smith. 
Brooksville Baptist Church 
- The Brooksville Baptist 
Church was organized May 
24, 1859. Services were held 
in the Court House prior to the 
building of the church. 

Among the early mem¬ 
bers are found the names of 
James Lee, Frances Lee, Joel 
Hamilton, Elizabeth Corlis, 
Charlotte Daum, Kate Barker, 
Alex B. Morford and Amelia 
Beckett. 

The organization of the 
Powersville Baptist Church 
so weakened the Brooksville 
Baptist Church, and the build¬ 
ing itself was so in need of 
repair that no services were 
held for five years. During 
this period the church building 
was offered for sale, but was 
not sold. In 1890 much of the 
church equipment, including 
benches, altar etc., were given 
to the new church at More- 
head, Ky. 

By the combined efforts 
of Y. Alexander and Rev. John 
Holmes the church was refur¬ 
nished in 1899. In 1900 Rev. 
Holmes held a meeting during 


which the membership was in¬ 
creased. 

The present member¬ 
ship numbers about 97. The 
present pastor is Rev. Robert 
Alston. 

Augusta Presbyterian 
Church - The first meeting of 
the Presbyterians in Augusta 
occurred June 6, 1812. The 
first meeting place was the Au¬ 
gusta Court House with Rev. 
Robert Wilson as minister. 

There are not records to 
be found of the financing or 
erection of the church, but 
from the best information 
available, it is thought that the 
first building was erected in 
the year 1818. 

Among the first deacons 
were William Buckner, James 
Lee and John McCormack. 

The records show that the 
discipline was very strict. The 
members were cited for danc¬ 
ing, becoming intoxicated, 
engaging in horse racing and 
playing cards. 

Differences arose in the 
Presbyterian Church at large 
and this aroused individual 
opinion and dissensions in the 
congregation of this church 
causing it to become divided 
into two separate congrega¬ 
tions in 1868. The two congre¬ 
gations continued to worship 
in the same church edifice for 
eleven years with different 
pastors preaching on alternate 
Sabbaths.

The Bible provides us with many good 
examples of humanity. Adam, Moses, 
and Jesus are archetypes of humanity. 
But, it is also true that being human is 
radically different now than it was in 
Biblical times. Culture and technology 
have changed us to such an extent that 
being human in the modern world is 
fundamentally different than it was in the 
ancient world, or even a few hundred 
years ago. Our species may not have 
changed much in terms of biology, but in 
terms of psychology and culture, the 
differences are vast. This goes beyond 
such superficial questions as whether 
Jesus would have a Twitter account or a 
Facebook page were he alive today. Part 
of what defines us as human is that we 
are cultural beings. That is, we grow up 
within a culture and that particular 
culture is grafted onto us. This is one of 
the reasons why the humanities are 
important as an area of study. They help 
us to understand what it is to be human. 
Works of fiction are sometimes 
denigrated by those with a practical bent, 
but good fiction is often an exploration of 
what it is like to be a human being. 
Humanity is constantly reinventing itself, 
all the while questioning the implications 
of that reinvention. One reason to study 
the Bible is because it gives a number of 
very deep answers to the question of 
what it means to be human.

NEW REASON TO 
EXAMINE YOUNG EYES 


Amblyopia popularly referred 
to as “lazy eye”, is the most 
common cause of vision prob¬ 
lems among children. This con¬ 
dition usually develops before 
the age of six and results from 
one eye that does not develop 
good vision while the other eye 
does.

Dear Editor, 

As the official sponsor 
of birthdays, the American 
Cancer Society knows how 
important every birthday can 
be. That means the Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society here in 
Bracken County wants to see 
more and more people sur¬ 
viving cancer and celebrat¬ 
ing more and more birthdays.

On May 22, ACS cel¬ 
ebrated its 100 th birthday of 
saving lives. In those 100 
years, they have led the way 
to transform cancer from 
deadly to treatable and from 
treatable to preventable. So 
now, two out of three people 
diagnosed with cancer in the 
U.S. are surviving (for at 
least five years). They have 
contributed to a 20 percent 
decline in cancer death rates 
in the U.S. since the early 
1990s, meaning nearly 1.2 
million lives were saved dur¬ 
ing that time.

MCTC offering 
credit for 
EMT-B Class 

Maysville Community 
and Technical College will be 
offering the Emergency Med¬ 
ical Technician Class-Basic 
(EMT-B) as a credit class in 
August 2013. Led by Miles 
Hughes, this class will meet 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays from 5:30 p.m. - 
9:30 p.m. beginning August 
19 on the Maysville Campus. 

In order to be eligible, 
students must complete the 
Test of Adult Basic Education 
(TABE), and score on the 10th 
grade level in math and eng- 
lish as well as the 11th grade 
level in reading. The TABE 
can be taken free of charge 
through MCTC’s Adult Edu¬ 
cation program. CPR certifi¬ 
cation is also required before 
the class begins.

The tuition charge for 
this class is $840 in addition 
to other fees, including the 
Practical Test.

Carpenter Bees/ 
Wood Bees

There have been lots of 
complaints about carpen¬ 
ter bees this spring. These 
beneficial pollinators are 
intimidating. Also, they can 
cause considerable structural 
damage over time. Carpen¬ 
ter bees spend the winter as 
adults in their gallery homes. 
Now, they are starting new 
tunnels or expanding old 
ones in order to raise a brood 
of about 6 larvae during the 
summer. Accumulations of 
sawdust may be the first sign 
that their work has begun. 

A carpenter bee uses its 
strong mandibles to chew 
a 1/2-inch diameter entry 
hole into wood, then turns 
to follow the grain. The tun¬ 
nel is lengthened at the rate 
of about 1 inch per week. 
Ultimately, it can be 6 to 10 
inches long and can contain 
6 or 7 individual larval cells. 
Each is provisioned with a 
ball of nectar and pollen as 
food for the grub-like larva. 
Over the years, galleries may 
become several feet long. 

Carpenter bees prefer 
weathered softwood but will 
chew into stained, treated or 
painted wood. Eaves, win¬ 
dow trim, facia boards, sid¬ 
ing, wooden shakes, decks 
and outdoor furniture are 
satisfactory choices, too. 
Pressure treated, stained, or 
painted wood is not com¬ 
pletely safe from attack. 

Carpenter bees are soli¬ 
tary insects, each living in 
individual tunnels. Howev¬ 
er, large numbers can build 
where there is an abundance 
of suitable nesting material. 

Carpenter bee control is 
not easy so prevention is the 
best long term strategy. Use 
of hardwoods when practical 
or covering softwoods with 
flashing or screen will pre¬ 
vent injury to areas that are 
chronically attacked. Closing 
barn and shed doors while 
the bees are establishing 
new galleries should help to 
reduce infestations. General 
maintenance helps because 
carpenter bees exploit rough 
areas on wood surfaces to 
begin a nest. Filling cracks 
and crevices and painting 
or varnishing exposed wood 
will make it less attractive.

Police to be out 
in force through 

Memorial Day wkd. 

'Click It or Ticket ’ 
enforcement mobilization 
aimed at increasing seat 
belt use day and night 

Motorists who refuse to 
wear their seat belts - be¬ 
ware. The 2013 national 
“Click It or Ticket” Memo¬ 
rial Day seat belt enforce¬ 
ment mobilization kicks off 
May 20 to help save lives by 
cracking down on those who 
don’t buckle up. 

Despite a wealth of data 
showing that seat belts save 
lives - and also despite im¬ 
plementation of a primary 
seat belt law - Kentucky’s 83 
percent seat belt usage rate 
lags behind the national rate 
of 86 percent. Therefore, the 
Kentucky Office of Highway 
Safety (KOHS) is supporting 
state and local law enforce¬ 
ment across the country in 
their efforts to strongly en¬ 
force seat belt laws around 
the clock. 

“Kentucky undoubtedly 
experiences far too many fa¬ 
talities that could have been 
avoided with the simple use 
of a seat belt,” said Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet Secretary 
Mike Hancock. “Clearly this 
is an indication that people 
are not taking the law seri¬ 
ously or they are just not 
aware of the huge risk taken 
by not buckling up.” 

Kentucky’s roadway fa¬ 
talities increased last year, 
going from 721 deaths in 
2011 to 746 in 2012. More 
than half of those killed in 
motor vehicles were not re¬ 
strained. 

“Too many motorists 
don’t realize the importance 
of wearing a seat belt, and 
are severely injured or killed 
because of it,” said KOHS 
Director Bill Bell. “That’s 
why officers are prepared to 
ticket anyone not buckled 
up. No warnings and no ex¬ 
cuses.” 

The KOHS awarded 
more than $96,800 in fed¬ 
eral funds to 18 state and 
local police agencies across 
the Commonwealth to help 
bolster seat belt enforcement 
during the campaign. The 
funding is provided through 
the National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA). 

Although enforcement 
officers will be active during 
the campaign, Bell empha¬ 
sized, “The Click It or Ticket 
campaign is not about writ 
ing tickets. It’s about aware¬ 
ness and saving lives.” 

According to NHTSA, 
seat belts, when worn cor-

rectly, reduce the risk of fa¬ 
tal injury to front-seat occu¬ 
pants by 45 percent - and by 
60 percent in pickup trucks, 
SUVs and minivans. 

While this year’s Click 
It or Ticket enforcement mo¬ 
bilization runs from May 20 
through June 2, motorists 
should know that officers are 
out enforcing seat belt laws 
year-round. 

“Motorists should buck¬ 
le up every time they go out, 
both day and night,” said 
Bell.

Bracken approved 
for Shared-Use 
Equipment Program 

$9,510 in KY Agricultural 
Development Funds Awarded 

The Kentucky Agricul¬ 
tural Development Board, 
chaired by Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear, approved $9,510 at its 
monthly meeting in support 
of a Shared-Use Equipment 
Program in Bracken County. 
The Bracken County Agricul¬ 
ture Advancement Council 
Inc. submitted a proposal to 
the Bracken County Agricul¬ 
tural Development Council 
and the Kentucky Agricul¬ 
tural Development Board. 

The Shared-Use Equip¬ 
ment Program was estab¬ 
lished with the purpose of 
benefitting a high number of 
producers who cannot jus¬ 
tify ownership expenses as¬ 
sociated with certain equip¬ 
ment by helping them access 
technology necessary to im¬ 
prove their operations in an 
economical manner. The ag 
advancement council will be 
purchasing a lime spreader 
with this award to lease to 
county farmers. This lime 
spreader will be able to ser¬ 
vice sloping fields that trucks 
cannot.

about his favorite subject, 
himself. Bad idea. 

“I don’t mind a little 
pressure,” the 7-Million Dollar 
ball coach said. “I’ve had it my 
whole career. I’ve had the gun 
to my head for 20-something 
years. And you know what? I’m 
at my best when the gun is to 
my head.” 

Peculiar choice of 
metaphors since gun is such 
a hot button word these days. 
Hard to get a visual of pressure 
on a 7-million dollar ball coach 
with gun to his head. 

Maybe Calipari had a life- 
threat flashback to February 14, 
1994. Then-Temple coach John 
Cheney charged after UMass 
coach Cal at a post game presser, 
shouting “I’ll kick your a-! I’ll 
kill you!” Cheney was dragged 
away. 

But Calipari’s press 
conference in Lexington 
last week was only a warm¬ 
up. A day later, apparently 
smarting because of his one- 
and-done legacy, he was on 
radio in Louisville threatening 
the NCAA and proclaiming 
himself “the only guy out there 
saying, ‘We’ve gotta change 
this somehow. We’ve gotta 
encourage these kids to stay two 
years.’ But the NCAA’s gotta 
do some stuff. And if they don’t 
do it, we need to separate from 
them. I’m not afraid to say it.” 

Excuse me, but Calipari 
selling “... encourage these kids 
to stay two years,” is like waiting 
for Rand Paul to endorse Hillary 
Clinton for 2016.

Fallen Bracken County 
officers remembered 


May is Law Enforcement 
Memorial Month. Unlike 
other areas, Bracken Coun¬ 
ty has been very lucky that 
only four officers have been 
killed in the county in the line 
of duty. 

The first killed was 
Bracken County Deputy 
Constable John Holton in 
1845. He was the first docu¬ 
mented law enforcement of¬ 
ficer killed in the line of duty 
in the state of Kentucky. His 
name is on the Kentucky 
Law Enforcement Memorial 
in Richmond KY and on the 
National Law Enforcement 
Officer’s Memorial in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. His grave in the 
Mt. Zion Cemetery is marked 
by a bronze plaque furnished 
and erected in 2005 by former 
Augusta Chief of Police Greg 
L. Cummins and S.H.A.R.E. 

The second officer killed 
was Augusta Town Marshall 
Richard D. Lane in 1882. 


Brooksville Chief of Police 
Nimrod Showalter was killed 
in 1915, while the fourth and 
final officer to be killed in 
Bracken County was Augus¬ 
ta patrolman, Officer Charles 
W. Campbell in 1938. In¬ 
formation on each of the of¬ 
ficers and their deaths were 
previously featured in May 
2005 issues of The Bracken 
County News.
